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RESPONSE TO EX PARTE OUAYLE ACTION 

Dear Sir: 

As set forth in the Ex Parte Quayle Action dated October 15, 2007, the 

Examiner objects to the specification on the grounds that 

[i]n various places in applicants [sic] specification applicants refer to an 
'Appendix', such as 'Appendix B' or 'Appendix A' on pages 41 and 42. 
These references are unclear and confusing in that no appendices exist in the 
instant application. 

Applicants note that Appendices A and B were submitted to the U.S. Patent 
Office at the time of the filing of the instant application, as evidenced by the receipt 
date stamped postcard filed concurrently with the filing of the application and 
subsequently forwarded by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, a copy of which is 
attached herewith as Appendix A. In addition, Applicants note that the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office's PAIR database similarly reflects that Appendices A and B 
were filed concurrently with the filing of the application (see the printout enclosed 
herewith as Appendix B). Lastly, Applicants note that during a telephonic discussion 
between Applicants' representative and Examiner Hutson on November 6, 2007, 
Examiner Hutson acknowledged that Appendices A and B were, in fact, filed 
concurrently with the filing of the application on June 27, 2000. 
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Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the objection to the 
specification be withdrawn.
